DEAR 


You will be pleased to hear that the Foundations of the Parish Church of Springvale 
were laid on the 17th October. , 

The want of a Church has long been felt here. So far back as the year 1864, the late 
Bishop of Capetown visited Springvale, and reported as follows :—‘‘ The Mission premises here> 
are excellent. A Ohwrch, however, is wanted, and one should be built capable of holding” 
500 persons.” | 


The present Bishop of St. J ohn’ s, Kaffraria, founder of Springvale, and its chief benefactor, 
left the sum of £244 towards this object. A part of this sum was given on the spot. The 
late Deacon Umpengula gave £4. : 


Two years since, 1 took up the work by adding an acre to the Churchyard. I then laid in 
a stock of timber and stone. Afterwards an Architect, who visited us, kindly furnished suitable 
drawings and a plan, and now the Church is being built strongly and well of good stone, quarried 
and carried by natives, who are employed in assisting the builder, who is an experienced mason. 


The plan is much admired, and a tracing will be forwarded on application. 
The design is craciform, a spiral belfry springing from the centre of the transept. 
For information regarding our Missions, friends are referred to my reports, namely, 


Missions in Natal,”’ 5.P.G.; and a sequel to the same, about to be published; also to the “ Church 
“Mission Field,” October, 1877. 


At present, we are only attempting the Nave, but trust to be enabled to complete the 
whole building.

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AN EVENING WITH THE NATIVES. 


The annual meeting of the natives attending S. Faith’s 
School-church, “Durban; was held on New Year's Eve, when 
sixty scholars were present. As is usual on such occasions, the 
midnight service was preceded by a meeting, at which several 
of the scholars addressed the 
being [pleasantly passed in singing and con 
decorations, consisting oi flowers and evergreens, 
still remained on the walls, and the well lighted buiiding pre- 
sented a pretty appearance. The natives were well dressed, 
and appeared pleased with the opportunity of spending an 
evening in social intercourse. 

i Daniel, the native teacher, first, addressed the school, in a 

speech of much earnestness, He said’ they had all come 

2 at dressed, and for their clothes they were indebted as well to the 


white people as to their own exertions, by which they obtained 
| means to purchase clothing; but they must remember that 
“ke ‘| goodness did not consist in fine apparel, neither did wearing 
Te clothes affect the heart. Clothes merely covered the body, 
+ | ‘| which was made of earth, and would turn to earth again. He 
saw before him two different kinds of persons, some were 
Christians and some were not. Those who were baptised were 
| i Christians, whatever they wore ; and those who were not bap- 
a tised were not Christians¢-fhey were still in the state in which 
| | they were born if they were not baptised, although they at- 
-| tended school and church, and wore clothes. Goodness was 
| the effect of the heart being changed by the Spirit of God. 
- | He (the speaker) was glad that many had been admitted into 
| the Church during the year, but there was room for all, In 
4 conclusion, he exhorted those who had not been baptised to 
| come forward at once. The Lord’s command was that they 
4 were to be baptised, as well as to repent and believe the Gos- 
aul next rose, and in an impressive speech, told his hearers 
that they were born in a state of darkness which was equalled 
only by the colour of their skins, Until baptised, they were 
the children of Satan, and did Satan’s-work. Many of his 
hearers had deft their kraals cither without leave or. without’ 
reporting their destination, as méssengers from kraals often 
arrived in Durban to make enquiries concerning them, and 
sometimes their instructions from their fathers, wéré. to. this 
etfect—** Go and seedf you cali find that naughty. boy of mitie,’ 
who has run away, and who is:pow Wearing ciothes (laughter). 
He (the speaker) begged them toconsider their position. They 
had decamped from their kraals (laughter). They had come 
4} to school, but they had not been sent-by their fathers.. There- 
fore, they had come voluntarily. If then, they remained un 
baptised, to whom did they belong? ‘They could: not look 
back to their kraals, which they had thus left, and’ they did 
not belong'to the Church. This was an important point to be 
considered. were nowhere, aithough they attended 
school and wore clothes. It was ali very well, he continued,’ 
for a girl to dress gaily and walk down the street, and when ' 
she reached the bottom of it to turn round and walk up the 
street again, for the purpose of young men admiring her and 
4 saying, “*Oh what a fine girl is that!” (laughter).

School-church, “Durban, was held on New Year's Eve, when 
sixty scholars were present. As is usual on such occasions, the 
midnight service was preceded by a meeting, at which several 
of the scholars addressed the ee the intervals 
flowers and evergreens, 
still remained on the walls, and the well lighted buiiding pre- 
sented a pretty appearance. The natives were well dressed, 
and appeared pleased with the opportunity of spending an 


} evening in social intercourse. 


Daniel, the native teacher, first. addressed the school, in a 
speech of much earnestness. He said they had all come 
dressed, and for their clothes they were indebted as well to the 
white people as to their own exertions, by which they obtained 


| means to purchase clothing; but they must remember that
